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THE COrTAGE PLAN. 


Dr. Dawson, of Reno, looks with 
much favor upon the cottage plan of 
caring for the insane, which has been 
Tepeatedly described and discussed in 
these columns. He thinks it the sys- 
tem that should be adopted by this 
State, should Nevada decide to estab- 
lish an asylum of her own. In his 
opinion the cottage plan would prove 
by far the most economical, and the 
best for the physical and mental 
health of the patients. The Dr. be- 
Hieves light and voluntary work of 
much benefit to the insane. No form 
ot work is so good for them, he says, 
as agriculture.. 

The cottage plan is the most simple 
and the most rational and humane yet 
devised for the treatment of the in- 
sane. It does away with the great 
prison called an asylum. The pa- 
tients are kept in little home-like cot- 
tages, two or three in each house, and 
given all the freedom practicable. 
They are subjected to no more res- 
traint than is necessary to ensure their 
safe-keeping. The patients find their 
quarters so comfortable, and are al- 
lowed so much liberty, that they do 
not'feel any sense of confinement, and 
do not entertain the notion of escap- 
ing the vigilance of their keepers. 
Light and diverting employment is 
given, and ,made almost entirely op- 
tional. They are stimulated to take 
an interest in their work, and usually 
display an eagerness to engage in it. 
To all men who have in their hearts a 
trace of compassion for the poor un- 
fortunates these principal features of 
the cottage plan must commend them- 
selves as infinitely preferable to the 
asylum system, which is another name 
for the prison plan. 

The State Prison grounds at Reno 
are admirably adapted for the use of 
such an ‘institution for the insane as 
we have sketched above. There are 
500 acres of land in the lot, and it 
could be converted into a splended 
farm, whichfcould be tilled by the pa- 
tients. Thus the institution could be 
made almost self-supporting. The 
stone walls that were erected for the 
prison could be utilized for the insane. 
Within the enclosure which they 
form the cottages could be erected. 
The walls would shelter the little vil- 
lage from the wind, and would be of 
service in lessening the surveillance 
that it would be necessary to exercise 
over the patients. The number of the 
insane at present maintained at Stock- 
ton by this State, at an expense of $1 
per day each, is 150. Fifty little cot- 
tagés, which would be more than suf- 

_ ficient tor that number of patients, 
could be constructed on the prison 
grounds at Reno for $15,000. As the 
number of patients increased new cot- 
tages could be added. Probably the 
cheapest “asylum” that could be built, 
to be adequately large, would cost at 
least $75,000. Then in an asylum the 
prisoners would not be self-support- 
ing, as they would be,in a measure, 
under the system we advocate. 

The more this cottage plan is exam- 
ined the better it seems. The won- 
der is that it did not come into gen- 
eral use long ago. Itis no visionary 
scheme, but a practical system which 
has been for years in successful epera- 
tion-in Belgium and in Scotland. It 
is being discussed, witha view to its 
adoption, by a Senate committee of 
the State of New York.
